GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 

AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G-97 
by authorizing the vacation of certain streets and 
alley in the City of Fort Wayne 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of certain streets and alley 
laving been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on March 24, 1975 
'ollowing a public hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 
L74, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by 
section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the State 
)f Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat. , 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare 
Han as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common Council 
if the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the follow- 
ng: 


All of Bossier Avenue, River Street and unnamed extensions there¬ 
of commencing at the northeast corner of Lot No. 5 in Wells Reserve 
running along the north side of said Lot No. 5 along the north side 
of Lot No. 6 in Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision, which street thence 
runs in a southerly direction along Lot No. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 

13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18 in the said Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision, 
and along Lots 3 and 4 of Bossier's Addition, terminating at its in¬ 
tersection with Spy Run Avenue. Certain portions of the foregoing 
street description have at one time or another been designated River 
Street. 


Also that certain alley adjacent to the west side of Lots 3 through 
7 in Bossier's Addition, Lots 1 though 8 in Bobilya's Subdivision, 
and on the east side of Lots 7 through 18 in Eliza K. Bossier's Sub¬ 
division . 


SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by the Mayor 
and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall 
be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication thereof.

Comes now HISTORIC FORT WAYNE, INC., and hereby petitions the City 

Plan Commission of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and the Common Council 

of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, for the vacation of the certain public 

streets and alley located in the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, 

Indiana, and described as follows: 

All of Bossier Avenue, River Street and unnamed extensions 
thereof commencing at the northeast corner of Lot No. 5 in 
Wells Reserve running along the north side of said Lot No. 

5 along the north side of Lot No. 6 in Eliza K. Bossier's 
Subdivision, which street thence runs in a southerly dir¬ 
ection along Lot No. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 

16, 17, and 18 in the said Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision, 
and along Lots 3 and 4 of Bossier's Addition, terminating 
at its intersection with Spy Run Avenue. Certain portions 
of the foregoing street description have at one time or 
another been designated River Street. 

Also that certain alley adjacent to the west side of Lots 
3 through 7 in Bossier's Addition, Lots 1 through 8 in 
Bobilya's Subdivision, and on the east side of Lots 7 
through 18 in Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision. 

In support of its petition, Petitioner represents as follows: 

1. Your Petitioner is the fee simple owner of Lots 3 through 7 in 
Bossier's Addition; 1 through 8 in Bobilya's Subdivision; Lot No. 5 in 
Wells Reserve, and Lots 6 through 11 in Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision. 
Your Petitioner has an agreement with the City of Fort Wayne for the use 
of Lots 12 through 21 of Eliza K. Bossier's Subdivision for the purpose 
of the reconstruction of Old Fort Wayne. The real estate owned by the 
Petitioner and being used under license from the City are the only lots 
which would be affected by the aforesaid vacation. 

2. The said portions of Bossier Avenue, River Street, and the alley 
requested to be vacated have never been improved, have rarely been open 
to the public, and is not needed for ingress or egress or as a right-of- 
way by your Petitioner, by any other property owner in the immediate 
area, or by any of the citizens of Fort Wayne, Indiana; most of River 
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Street as platted is on the bottom of the St. Mary's River; it is Petit¬ 
ioner's belief that the continued use of said alley and streets is not 
required for the growth of the City of Fort Wayne nor necessary for ingress 
or egress to any real estate within the City of Fort Wayne. 

3. Your Petitioner has reason to believe that certain utility pipes 
and lines are located beneath certain portions of the aforedescribed 
streets and alley, but your Petitioner will cooperate fully in the granting 
to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, or any operating utilities, easements 
for the purpose of maintaining said utilities. 

4. Your Petitioner is in the process of reconstructing the 1815 
Whistler Fort on the above-described real estate. Your Petitioner has 
further plans for the development of a pioneer village outside the walls 
of the said Fort on said real estate. 

5. Your Petitioner believes that the vacation of said alley will 
enable your Petitioner to make advantageous and proper development of the 
property for the public and private interest of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. 

WHEREFORE, the undersigned, HISTORIC FORT WAYNE, INC., prays for the 
vacation of the aforesaid portions of Bossier Avenue, River Street, and 
adjacent alley as described according to the provisions of the Indiana 
law pertaining thereto, and for all other proper relief in the premises.
